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3. F,CfcA»S 1690 of 5 August 195$ contains information from 
another Hastiest trader , ,'C Jl, whe alleged that he and other 
SSfest Gerwan busincssuen strongly suspected that £ARPIK was on- 
gaged in intelligence activity and illegal financial nanipula- 
tions for the Poles, in** addition to bis flourishing import - 
export business. The dispatch stated that K Aft Pit and his fire 
were given highly preferential treatment by the director of tbc 
Polish ANIME X> office In Vest t^rwauy and that fARPIF had, there- 
fore, a conplete Ecmopoly in the neat iuport-export eariet 
batvee*. v«at Conway and the Satellites. KARPIK*s close con* 
nectlotttft with many bloc personalities, his preferential treat* 
went by bloc enterprises in the ^est, a»d his wany trips into 
Poland, Yugoslavia, and the USSR built up a strong case for the 
allegation that JCARPXK was, if not an intelligence operative, 
at least a front rod for illegal bloc financial operations in 
the Vest.

Ro center I960, the Dcnau Handel firra, its had boon suspected all 
along, was being subsidized by the U5 beginning aboutxj)52/5 5, 
for the purpose of CP funding and agent spotting. However, in 
1957 the flrn was caught "cheating on contracts" and the UB 
decided to alulsize operational contact with the flrw. Contact 
had been uiaialzed by 1959/00. 

6. The present status of the fire as e b8 asset is not 
clear, as vo lack up-dated information. However, it is evident 
that JCARPIK was at one tine a witting UB agent , though the 
degree of control over him is questionable. He has consistantly 
traded oh his position as a solf-sade Jnteraodlary between fast 
and West for his own benefit, as he has apparently dealt both 
ways in intell i ijcnce natters as well. He has, to date, been to the 
United States three tines for business reasons in October 1956, 
September 1962 and January 1963 and speaks fluent Uugiish. He 

is aarried and is apparently living In sono opulence at his 
Bad Kosburg residence. 
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
